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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-83 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts issued to Sigler and Phillips of record fail to teach or suggest an 
apparatus to form a group communication devices over a distributed network comprising a first 
node and a second node for establishing a first and second communication channels to the first 
. and second node, respectively, and a controller for handling communication between two nodes 
connected to a database module and being able to sending packet data through communication 
channels, with a feature of at least one communication device is connected to at least one 
communication manager by at least one channel wherein the at least one channel is divided into 
separate channels comprising a session initiation protocol (SIP), a net broadcast service (NBS) 
media signaling channel and a media traffic channel as amended in claims 1, 23, 24, 39, 54, and 
69.
